C h e y f .n n e (Wy. T.), September 18th.— 
Three of the Government Directors, Gen­ 
eral E. P. Alexander, M. A. H anna and 
Jam es W. Savage, are at Rock Springs in­ 
vestigating the circumstances attending the 
late outbreak. They gave a hearing yester­ 
day to the Committee of Citizens who had 
previously ¡¡resented their case to XIr. 
I innnley, the representative of the company. 
The case was ¡¡resented in a much better 
shape than upon tie- former occasion, and 
the cases of complaint were made more in­ 
telligible and clear. Nothing new, how­ 
ever, appealed as to the alleged grievances 
against the ( hiñese, or against the employ­ 
ers of the miners. The same rule was ob­ 
served with regard to the circumstances im ­ 
mediately connected with the outrages, all 
the witnesses refusing to say anything 
whatever concerning the attacks upon the 
Chinamen and the burning of their quar­ 
ters. The examination was chiefly con­ 
ducted by Judge Savage, who was m ateri­ 
ally assisted therein by Xlr. Hanna, who is 
hintseifa minr-owner and familiar with the 
subject of the miners’ grievances. Every 
opportunity has been furnished tlie citizens 
and miners to present ¡heir grievances.

T h e G e n e sta 's V icto ry , 
N ew Y o r k, September 18th.—The Eng­ 
lish cutter Genesta retrieved herself by 
winning the 
regatta given under 
the 
auspices of the New York Yacht Club, near 
Sandy Hook, to-day. It was the annual 
race of the Club, and the prizes consisted of 
two cups, one given by Commodore James 
Gordon llennett for schooners, and the 
other by Vice-Commodore XV. P. Douglas, 
for cutters or sloops. There were eleven 
entries in the race to-day. The schooners 
were the Fortuna, Grayling and Dauntless. 
The cutters were the 
Genesta, lleen, 
Stranger, Clara and Isis, and the centcr- 
board sloops Grade, Athlone and Daphne. 
The day opened clear, with a stiff breeze 
from the southwest. The course was a tri­ 
angular run of 35 miles, from an imaginary 
line drawn between the Scotland lightship 
and the judges’ boat. The course was as 
follows : First log, east by n o rth ; second 
log, southwest by west by three-quarters 
west, and third log, back to starting point. 
The iirs( two logs were 13} miles each, and 
the third was 81 miles. 
The Genesta 
was towed down, from her anchorage 
near Tompkinsville, and arrived near the 
Scotland wreck about 10:30 a . m . 
Shortly 
before 
11 o'clock the lug 
Luckenbach 
whistled for preparation, and a few minutes 
later the signal for a start was given. 
The 
first yacht to cross the line was the lleen, 
which passed over at 11 o’clock, 11 minutes 
and 3 seconds. 
She was followed by the 
Clara, which crossed atll:ll:0 9 . The third 
craft was the Genesta, upon which all eyes 
were fixed, which glided over the line* at 
11:11:30, and was followed a few seconds 
later by the Fortuna. Then came the 
Grayling, 
Athlone, 
Dauntlesss, Grade, 
Daphne and Isis. The last two were handi­ 
capped by an allowance of live minutes. 
The Genesta forged rapidly ahead, and 
gained steadily upon the yachts which had 
crossed before her. She gained upon the 
Clara and lleen, but in turn was closely 
pressed by the Fortuna. At ll:45theGencsta, 
lleen and Fortuna were almost abreast of 
each other, with the English cutter slightly 
in the lead. The Genesta gained slowly 
upon the other two, and after the first five 
miles it became evident that the Genesta 
was ahead and intended to keep the place. 
She had the wind lair on the first log. and 
did not spare her canvas. The result was 
that she steadily walked away from her 
competitors. Captain Carter dexterously 
rounded the first buoy at 12:49, followed by 
the Fortuna at 12:50:23. 
The Grayling 
passed the red float a few seconds later. The 
Gracie rounded the buoy fourth in the list. 
The Genesta made a big sweep to wind­ 
ward, and left the others so far behind that 
the race seemed certain for her. 
The 
Gracie threatened her seriously for some 
time. The second buoy was passed by the 
Genesta at 3:07, and the Grayling, which 
had dropped into second place, turned at 
3:19. The Fortuna came third, and Gracie 
fourth, the latter sloop being nearly half an 
hour behind the English cutter. 
The 
steamers Grand Republic and Taurus, with 
a num ber of steam yachts and sailing ves­ 
sels, were ail crowded with interested spec­ 
tators, who cheered the crews of the 
Genesta fur the superb m anner in which 
ihey handled their graceful craft. On the 
homestretch the English vessel came scud­ 
ding like a duck, and she passed the line 
at the Scotland lightship at 3:41:10, with 
the Grayling second. Following is a sum­ 
mary :

In a properly con­ 
ducted office these letters are promptly con­ 
signed to the waste basket, where they re­ 
pose, evidence of some m an’s cowardice or 
meanness, alongside the harmless spring 
poem and tbe machine-made joke, which 
are the tangible results of the weakmind­ 
edness and conceit of the hum an race. 
Rarely, very rarely, they creep into print 
and the aim of the writer is attained. Such 
a letter is one of tlie gravest insults which 
can be offered to an editor, and it is ratlier 
remarkable that it is not more frequently 
resented. The writer savs, in «Sect: “ I

He is incapable of understand­ 
ing the feeling which would prom pt a 
newspaper man to go to jail rather than 
divulge the sources of his information, as 
the plucky reporter did in Rochester a few 
weeks ago.

FOREIGN FACTS. 


TEN YEARS’ IMPRISONMENT FOR A 
BLACKMAILING EDITOR. 


O ur I m p e r ille d R iv e r s. 
Eos. R ecord-U n io n : The discussion of 
this im portant question ot the duty and 
obligation of the Federal Government to 
preserve inviolate tlie free and unobstructed 
navigation of our rivers, involves the para­ 
mount question of the rights and interests 
of the citizens of our whole Union in free 
navigation upon all of the water courses in 
the United States. Tlie organic laws of 
tlie Union demand that Congress shall 
legislate for the public welfare of the peo­ 
ple. Ilence, as a natural sequence, all 
laws opposed to the public welfare are un­ 
constitutional and are absolutely void. 
The Federal Government never possessed 
the organic right to sell large tracts of the 
public lands and also to permit the debris 
from hydraulic mining claims to he dis­ 
charged into the natural channels of our 
navigable rivers, to obstruct and destroy 
tlioir free use lor purposes of commerce. 
Uur navigable water courses are not the 
property cf the State, but of the people of 
11 w United States, and the duty of the Gen­ 
eral Government is to protect, not to de­ 
stroy, or perm it to be destroyed, the rights 
of the people. 
It is not alone the citizens of California, 
but of the whole Union, who have a direct 
interest in the preservation of the free nav­ 
igation of the Saehunento, San Joaquin and 
tiieir larger tributaries. 
It was the imper­ 
ative duty of tlie Federal Government to 
restrain the hydraulic miners from destroy­ 
ing not only the free navigation ot the 
Sacramento, hut also to prevent them from 
imperiling the valleys of the Sacramento 
and San Joaquin, which are now so seri­ 
ously threatened with destruction hv filling 
up the beds of the rivers by mining debris. 
There is but one solution to this question. 
The Federal Government has unlawfully, 
and in violation of the spirit of the organic 
law, unjustly deprived her citizens of their 
inherent rights and privileges. The ques­ 
tion which here presses itself upon our 
people is this: Will the Federal Govern­ 
ment come to our aid? Will our Senators 
and Representatives in Congress urgently 
demand of those bodies the necessary aid 
to avert the impending complete ruin of 
our navigable rivers, and restore them and 
make good the rights of the people—the 
whole people—as far as now possible?

A P o ly g a m o u s B ish o p P le a d s G u ilty . 


S alt La k e , September isth.—To-dav, an­ 
swering to an indictment for unlawful co­ 
habitation, Bishop John Sharp, a Union 
Pacific Railroad Director, one of the rich­ 
est and most influential Mormons, pleaded 
guilty. 
He read a statement of his polyg­ 
amous marriages, entered into while there 
was no statute on the subject, in obedience 
to what they considered adivine command, 
but considered the laws of the country 
binding on him as interpreted by the 
Courts. He would obey the Edmunds law, 
not the counsel of others to disobey. Judge 
Zane said that he considered that his ex­ 
ample would be of more effect at large than 
in prison, and discharged him on his 
pledges, with a $300 fine. 


E a rly M u sic iu A m e r ic a . 
The Puritans were otir first musicians. 
They had in England ransacked organ gal­ 
leries, burnt music books, and dissolved 
choirs, but in this country they introduced 
congregational singing, brought over their 
psalm tunes, and for seventy years the set­ 
tlers of Plym outh used tlie psalter of 
Henry Ainsworth, of Amsterdam. 
The 
second book printed in British America 
was the Bay psalm book, in 1640, which 
went 
through 
seventy editions. 
Uev. 
John Cotton, a graduate of Oxford, who 
had removed to Boston front its namesake 
place iu England, argued in favor of solo 
singing, and of women joining in the lead­ 
ing parts. John Cotton, therefore, was the 
only Cotton that ever was king about Bos­ 
ton) and the big organ in that city is one (if 
his posterity. 
However, only about ten tunes were 
used in New England in the first ninety 
years. The very art of singing ran so low 
that the preachers themselves, who gener­ 
ally led the progress of their denomina­ 
tions, became 
frightened. 
In 
1723 a 
preacher named Symnics published a book 
prefaced with tlie motto, “ Of all beasts 
there is n ¡lie that is not delighted with 
harmony hut only the ass.” 
One of the 
pciints he had to combat was that the 
names given to tiie notes were bawdy and 
blasphemous. 
The c mgregations, how­ 
ever, long resisted their pastors, and ’be 
pastors often had to lead the psalms, while 
few oi them had any pretcustom to music. 
Down to our great rebellion the same 
antipathy to music continuod through a 
large part of the Christian chinch, and to 
this elav musical instrum ents are forbid­ 
den in the houses of the D unkersaud some 
other sects. The first revolution was to 
have singine-schools; as the Puritan pe­ 
riod faded away persons of more cultiva­ 
tion joined the American colonies. Play- 
ford was the first musical writer used in 
this country, and our earliest musical com­ 
pilers stole from him . Rev. John Tufts 
published the first American singing-book, 
with thirty-seven tunes iu it. Rev. Thomas 
W alter published another, eleven years 
later. Two other books were published at 
Ncwburyport and in Philadelphia, the lat­ 
ter not long before the revolutionary war, 
with 142 subscribers, aud the book ruined 
him. 
It contained the first American com­ 
position on the ninety-seventh Psalm, by a 
schoolmaster of New York city named 
Tuckey. 
Paul Revere, of Boston, engraved the 
music for Josiali Flagg's collection, in 1764, 
on American-made paper. This l'lagg had 
a hand of music in Boston in 1773, and had 
fifty performers in some of his concerts in 
Faneuil H all. For a good while the dea­ 
cons and preachers, too, bullied the choirs, 
the deacons wanting no music at all. and 
the preachers wanting better singing.—[Cin­ 
cinnati Enquirer.

L incoln** Last Day A liv e . 
Charles A. Dana at one lim e wrote for 
the New York Tribune. It was in the 
service of that journal and for its columns 
he wrote the following: 
“ Tlie last tim e I saw .Mr. Lincoln to speak 
with him was in the afternoon of the day 
of his murder. Jacob Thompson was the 
subject of our conversation, i had received 
a report from the Provost Marshal of Port­ 
land. Xle., saying that Xlr. Thompson was 
to be in that town that night for the pur­ 
pose of taking the steamer for Liverpool,' 
and w hat orders had the department to 
give? 1 carried the telegram to Mr. ritan- 
ton. lie said prom ptly: ‘Arrest h im ;’ 
but as 1 was leaving liis room he called me 
back, adding: ' You had better take it over 
to tlie President.’ 
It was now between 4 
and 5 o’clock in the afternoon, and business 
at tlie W hite House was completed for the 
day. 
I found XL". Lincoln with his coat 
off in a closet attached to liis office, wash­ 
ing his hands. ' Hallo, Dana,’ he said, as 
I opened the door, ‘ what is it now ?’ 
' Well, sir,’ I said, ‘ here is the Provost 
Marshal of Portland who telegraphs that 
Jacob Thompson is to be in that town to­ 
night. and inquires what orders wc have to 
give.’ 
‘ W hat does Stanton say?’ he asked. 
‘Arrest him ,’ i replied. 
Well,’ he con­ 
tinued. drawing his words, ‘ I rather guess 
not. 
W hen you havean elephant on hand, 
and he wants to run away, better let him 
run.’ 
“ This answer 1 carried back to the W ar 
Department, and accordingly no renly 
was sent to the Provost XIarshal. That 
night XIr. Lincoln was shot, and in the 
room adjoining the small chamber in 
which lie lay unconscious and breathing 
lieavilv, Xlr. Stanton, the only member of 
the Administration who seemed to retain 
his 
self-possession 
and 
undiiuinislied 
energy, gave all the orders for hours that 
seemed necessary to carry on the Govern­ 
ment. 
1 left him at about 2 o'clock in the 
morning, and went home to sleep ; but at 5 
o’clock Colonel Pelouse knocked at niv 
front door. Opening the window, 1 asked, 
W hat is it ?' 
‘ XIr. Dana,’ said he, 
Xlr. 
Lincoln is dead, and Xlr. Stanton directs 
you to arrest Jacob Thompson.’ 
“ The order was sent to Portland, but 
Thompson did not come there. 
Some 
years afterward he told me that he had 
thought it safer to go to England by way of 
Halifax.”

raising of canary birds. 
1 have kept birds 
for the past twelve years, and never ha.l 
one sick o’ die. and 1 have raised a great 
many. Some think that a bird should never 
be fed anything but canary-seed. 
I have 
always given iqtial (arts of canary and 
hemp. Tlie lirst thing in the m orning I 
give a piece of bread and fresli water, then 
r >11 the seed so as to crack the hard shell of 
the hemp. At noon 1 give fresli water, ami 
often a piece of potato, either boiled or 
baked, and whenever 1 can a piece of apple. 
In sum m er I give lettuce, cabbage ami wild 
pepper-grass, which last grows plentifully 
here by the roadside. They need clean sand 
occasionally, say once a week. 
I.ast spring 
I raised twenty birds from two pairs. 
When setting they need hard-boiled eggs in 
addition to their usual food, a half of one a 
day being sufficient for a pair, and when 
they are feeding the young birds roll the 
yolk of the egg, or chop very fine and mix 
with rolled cracker; you can also give 
plointain pips, in the season of them. An 
extra cage is useful, as they m ust he kept 
clean to be healthy. 
When setting they 
niay be kept as quiet as possible, and in one 
place, as they will often leave the nest if 
moved from where they usually hang, even 
to another side of the room.’ W hen six 
weeks old they may be removed without 
injury.

LETTER FROM MEXICO.

BEAUTIFUL 


CAPITAL IN THE TROPIC'S. 


A gua* C alien tes — F in e 
Itu ild in g s 
anti S treets—H ea lth Springs 
anil P leasu re R esort.

M ex ico , September IS, 1885. 
One of tlie most quaint and interestim; 
cities in Mexico is Airuis Calientes, capital 
of the small State of the same name. 
Owing to its top igraphical location and 
being well guarded by forest trees, it does 
not at first reveal itself to the traveler ; but 
once inside this leafy cordon, the spreading 
city, with its wide streets and handsome 
buildings, is an immense surprise. 
To 
many tourists coming direct from lands of 
snow in tlie col.i season to this sunny 
country, with 110 intention of delaying till 
the aztec capital is reached. Aguas Calientes 
presents such powerful allurem ents that 
they linger enamored often for months, or 
years. 
As its nam e 
indicates 
(Agiuus 
“ waters," calvmlts “ warm"), it is a city of 
therm al springs—the Mexican Spa. There 
arc hundreds of springs scattered all over 
the State, some single, others in groups, 
the waters ranging from tepid to Coiling. 
Their chemical properties are said to num ­ 
ber twenty-one distinct ingredients, and 
are an unfailing cure for many of the ills 
to which llesh is heir—especially scrofula, 
rheumatism, malarial and cutaneous m ala­ 
dies. The old 
CITY OE AGUAS CALIENTES 
Possesses not only the glamour of historic 
interest and thccharm of m ountain scenery, 
but such modern conveniences as street­ 
cars, electric lights, telephones, etc. 
It was 
founded in the year 1527—nearly a century 
before the landing of the pilgrims. We 
must confess, however, that it had not a 
very honorable beginning, but, like some 
aspiring towns within our own Western 
borders, was bom amid crime and murder. 
Originally a noted band of desperadoes, 
who were the terror of the country, found 
a safe retreat among the bills and’ healing 
waters of this quiet spot, and for that rea­ 
son the Spanish (¡overnment was finally 
forced to station troops here for tlie protec­ 
tion of travelers. In 1775 the garrisoned 
town, which for more than two hundred 
years had been known as Aguas 1 alientes, 
was recbristened by the high-sounding title 
of Villa de la Ase.encion —possibly ealled 
"'Tlie City of the Ascension” because so 
many of the bandits aforesaid had gone 
skyward suspended to the branches of 
trees. 
After this new dispensation, the city be­ 
longed find to the jurisdiction of Guadala­ 
jara up to 1821, when it became part of the 
Province of Zacatecas. Bv the celebrated 
decree of June 20, 1331, the District of 
Aguas Calientes tigurcd as one of the 
twenty-one “departments" which comprised 
the centralized Republic. The federation 
being finally established by the decree of 
131<), this district became an independent 
Ftate; but in the following year—by an­ 
other overturning in this land of frequent 
revolutions—the old-time federal division 
was again restored, and for a second time 
Aguas Calientes became part of tlie District 
of Zacatecas. In 1852 it ivas made a sover­ 
eign State of the Republic; but not until 
five years later was its Constitution prom ul­ 
gated, that document being reformed in 73 
in accordance with the ideas trium phant in 
the revolution of Tuxtepcc. 
The city is divided by two ravines, and 
nature has placed her beautifying touch 
upon all the surroundings. Everything 
that grows here is tropical in color and fra­ 
grance. Orange trees arc in perpetual 
bloom, with broad-lcaled bananas, the 
dark, glossy foliage and scarlet blossoms of 
the pomegranate, fig trees, limes, dates, 
olives, the lovely cape jasmine with its 
delicate veil of pale pink and innumerable 
flowers—such as we cultivate with care in 
green-houses at. the coast—growing wild in 
hedgerow s; while the air is odorous with 
guavas, mangoes, cliiramoyas and other 
fruits, the most luscious the"world can pro­ 
duce. In the center of the. citv lies the 
spacious garden of San Marcas, in which 
flourishes every variety of blossoms be­ 
longing to the temperate and tropical zones. 
CHUECHES AND BUILDINGS. 
There are fifteen massive churches in the 
city, seven of which cover a block apiece. 
Either of these seven is double the dim en­ 
sions of the marble cathedral on Fifth 
avenue, New York—with the S t Stephens 
added as a “ lean-to." H ung in the towers 
of thes" fifteen sanctuaries arc no less than 
one hundred and twenty-live bells, which 
make considerable ciatter, you may be sure, 
when the “ ringers ring with a wiil." Each 
tower holds from five to ten bells. They 
not only strike the hours and half hours, 
and call to almost continuous service in 
their respective precincts, but twice a day 
all are rung in unison. The oldest Dells 
contain a heavy percentage of silver, which 
gives them sounds of remarkable sweet­ 
ness. Among the most interesting churches 
is that of San Diego, with its Moorish tow­ 
ers and m ultitude of silver bells. 
In Aguas Calientes, as in no other Mex­ 
ican city, 
tlie streets are all wide and 
paved with rook similar to the Belgian 
pavement, while most of the sidewalks are 
luid with red tiles, hexagonal-shaped. 
A 
largo proportion of the houses are two- 
storied. while many are three stories in 
bight—u striking contrast to the low-roofed 
casas most common in Mexico. 
Here the 
prevailing style of architecture is Snra- 
cenic-Moorish, combined with Corinthian 
and Ionic. 
There are live theaters, the 
newest having a sealing capacity of 4,000, 
and live tiers of boxes. 
It is built entirely 
of fine stone, is fire-proof, and was erected 
by a corporation at a cost of $400,000. There 
is also a 1‘laza de Torros, or bull-ring, with 
a seating capacity of 6,000, seven hotels, 
hospital, penitentiary, oitv hall, Governor’s 
Palace, and various other edifices of State. 
The "Parian” is an enormous house of 
commerce, in the form of a parallelogram, 
occupying a large space in the middle of 
the town, its four sides built 111 a succession 
of lofty arches, of the same style as those 
which support the corridors of the in­ 
terior, and under which every imaginable 
commodity is ottered for sale. 
In the 
grand State Exposition building twenty-six 
consecutive annual exhibitions have been 
held, each out-doing all preceding ones, 
and calling delighted visitors from all parts 
of the republic. 
PUBLIC «ROUNDS—THE PEOPLE. 
All Mexican plazas are lovely, but that 
of Aguas Calientes bears off the palm, Iwth 
for extent and beauty, with its antique 
fountain surrounded ' by quaint statuary, 
and its striking column in the center, 75 
feet bieh. This plaza isartisticailv laid out 
with walks and seats, and is a favorite re­ 
sort fur families. 
Under the shade of its 
spreading trees, among blossoming roses 
and within sound of cooling waters, scrape- 
wrapped or rcbosoed figures are always 
“ dream ing the happy hours aw ay” upon 
its pink-plastered benches. In the even­ 
ings, when the fine military bands always 
play, the aristocracy of the old town repre­ 
sents itself here, by pretty señoritas of the 
«lark, warm, southern tvpe.and gorgeously- 
sombreroed “ m ashers" of the other sex; 
while music and moonlight, the breath of 
orange flowers and roses, incite the mis­ 
chievous god, Cupid, to his worst behavior. 
The foreign colony of the city now num ­ 
bers about 100. of whom far' the greater 
portion arc Americans. There are. per­ 
haps, fifty Frenchmen here, and a dozen 
Germans in business. The rest of tlie 40,­ 
000 people who make up the population of 
this little capital are Mexicans or .8i>an- 
iards, ami are especially distinguished by a 
tropical trait of hospitality which welcomes 
all new-comers. This national character­ 
istic is a heritage front their Moorish an- 
ces.tors,.ami with them the “ salt of hospi­ 
tality ’ is religiously eaten. 
H KA LTU -flPRI XQS AND 
PLEASURE 
RESORTS. 
Lut the chief attraction of the place— 
that which tills its hotels ivith health- 
seekcrs, anti keeps them here cftor the 
coveted boon is obtained—is the wonderful 
therm al springs. They bubble up in vari­ 
ous 
p ara 
of 
the 
city, 
heated 
in 
the heart of volcanic lii'ls and bringing 
healing from nature’s laboratory 
In two 
places within the city limits thev have 
been 
covered 
w ith commodious bsth- 
houses, both readied by horsr-cars from 
the principal hotels, am! the Mexican Cen­ 
tral Railway lying between them. Tha 
overflow of these springs—which have 110 
rival in tlie world, unless it be those of Ger­ 
m any or the far-famed Yellowstone Bark­ 
is twenty cubic feet of water, and the ve­ 
lo :ity of fhe overflow is ten miles an hour. 
Over the J>ethe6d:i nearest the city an ele­ 
gant modem bath-house lias been con­ 
structed, while the other—a mile or more 
away—is inclosed under buildings erected 
by au old Spanish family early in the sev­ 
enteenth century. The former i'.- surrounded 
by magnificent gardens within massive 
walls, and water for tho baths is brought 
from the hills by underground pipes. 
It is asserted tha: fully ten thousand peo­ 


ple—citizens, tourists and invalid visitors— 
enjoy the waters daily. The residents bathe 
to keep healthy, while “outside barbarians" 
come tor tlie benefit of the salubrious cli­ 
mate. as much as to be cured of their ail­ 
ments by the springs. For more than three 
hundred and fifty years this has been the 
Mexican Spa, and during the past two years 
over a thousand Americans have been 
healed here of their divers complaints. It 
is stated that an American company are 
now arranging for a regular “watering- 
place" hotel of a thousand rooms, to be 
erected in the midst of a splendid natural 
grove near the springs, and within sight of 
the railroad depot. Now that an ail-rail 
trip can be made from New York to the 
city in six days, it is bound soon to become 
a great objective point for winter travel. 
Everything invites the tourist, the specu­ 
lator and tlie liotne-hunter—the healthful­ 
ness of its unrivalled climate, which pre­ 
serves eternal June from year to year; the 
agricultural, fruit-growing and stock rais­ 
ing facilities of tlie State, and the veins of 
precious metals which are yielding their 
bonanzas to the explorer. 
OTHER SPRINGS AND BEAUTIFUL SCENERY. 
\V Hi It* the Bethesda nearest the citv is 
newer and more fashionable, the second 
group of springs-—close up under the foot­ 
hills, where the waters are warmer and 
inore strongly medicinal—is most attrac­ 
tive. The boulevard by which it is reached 
is lined on either side by groves of ash and 
cottonwood trees, and the living panorama 
encountered en rottteis picturesque beyond 
description. The long, low adobe structure 
which the ancient Spaniard built over bis 
springs more than two centuries ago tones 
in well with the surroundings, and seems 
scarcely more modem than the gray moun­ 
tain behind it. For twenty-five cents you 
may hire a private room—which has noth­ 
ing in it but an elevated brick platform, a 
straw mat, a chair, a peg for your clothes, 
and a flight of stones steps leading down 
into the square, shallow pool of streaming 
water. 
The dark-visaged Aztec ¡11 attend­ 
ance (who looks like a lineal descend­ 
ant of the desperadoes of other days), 
brings towels anil a sheet, and leaves vouto 
your own devices, with the professional ad­ 
vice added gratis 
that ten minutes is 
“ tiempo bastante” (time enough) to re­ 
main 111 the water, for too long soaking in 
this strong solution of chemicals 13 as in­ 
jurious as an overdose of medicine. There 
are not more than three feet of the delight- 
1 illly-warm water upon the pebbly bottom 
from which it oozes; but such are its 
mineral properties that one may float upon 
it, being upheld as at Salt Lake, in Utah. 
BATHING IN STATE OF NATURE. 
\\ e leave this charming spot reluctantly, 
with m any a backward look at the fern- 
dr.tped bights, crowned by ruined casas of 
a by-gone generation. The trees of this 
section are much larger and their foliage 
more luxuriant than in the higher altitudes 
of the mesa central (central table-latid), 
and a soft haze is always hanging about the 
hills, lending an 
indescribable 
charm 
to the landscape. 
The overflow of the 
springs forms a slightly wanned, medicinal 
river, which for miles is continually lined 
with natives in all stages of dress aitd un­ 
dress, and presents an endless row of heads 
peering above the low embankm ent—the 
clear, shallow water scarcely hiding the 
squatting figures, male and female, who 
patronize it tlius amicably together without 
the formality of bathing dresses. lloni suit 
, ‘{iic mal y pense. The low class Mexican is 
asocial animal, hut not an immodest one— 
according to his way of thinking and child­ 
like innocence of conventionalities. 
And, 
truly, the display here is not much worse 
than may he seen at any of our fashionable 
seaside resorts among upper-tendom ; and 
it is undoubtedly true that the hearts of 
these simple children of nature are as clean 
of impure ideas, though their clothes mav 
be somewhat scantier. 
POLITICAL DIVISIONS, RIVERS 
\ND 
MOUN­ 
TAINS. 
The little State of Aguas Calientes— 
which has an area of only 7.500 square 
kilometers and a population of less than 
150.000—is almost entirely mountainous, 
except a small portion iii the s o u th e a s t, 
where lie the fertile plains of Tccuan. The 
western part is a perfect Switzerland, with 
its stupendous Sierra del Laurel, a spur of 
the “ mother m ountains’’ (Sierra Madres), 
which form tho boundary line between 
Zacatecas and 
the district of Calvillo 
There arc also the Sierra Fria cold m oun­ 
tains), Pabellón, Meses, l’ozos and La Cruz 
ranges. The San Pedro river, rising in the 
mountains of Zacatecas, crosses Aguas Ca- 
lieutes ironi north to south, and empties 
into the Rio Grande del Santiago in Jalisco. 
Uther rivers intersect the State, and there 
arc many extensive basins, called presas 
which become lakes of considerable size 
during the rainy season, m aking this one 
oí the best agricultural sections of Mexico 
because well watered and easy of irriga- 
tton. 
Aguas Calientes is divided into four dis­ 
tricts—or, as we should sav, counties—and 
contains two cities besides its capital (1 ’al- 
villo and Calpulapan). four villages, eight 
municipalities. 35 police divisions, 48 landed 
estates, one villa (Ocampo), and 474 ranches. 
THE PRODUCTS OF THE .STATE 
Arc wheat, corn, tobacco, beans, baricv, 
potatoes, chili, canary seed, parbanros, len­ 
tils, and all the small fruits of the temper­ 
ate zone, besides pulque, a beverage made 
from the maguey or “ century" plant; 
coleonche, the intoxicant distilled from 
several varieties 
of cactii; aguardiente 
(rum),cheese, goat’s-milk, butter, molasses, 
and all kinds of live stock, tjuince wins 
is also made in considerable quantities 
and there are several distilleries of aguar­ 
diente. 
In San Ignacio is a factory for the 
manufacture of clothes, ca.ssinteres, carpets, 
scrapes, checked flannels, and other woolen 
goods. A number of cotton factories are 
also doing a flourishing business and turn­ 
ing out great quantities of unbleached cloth 
called manta, and a chocolate factory ex­ 
ports tous of that toothsome compound 
which nowhere is better made than iti 
Mexico. 
Mining industry is just now at a stand­ 
still—owing chiefly to lack of enterprise— 
though great riches are known tobe bidden 
111 the hills, millions having been taken out 
in the past from the districts of Santa Cata­ 
rina and Asientos de Iburra. The State 
has some splendid stone quarries, besides' 
abundance of copper, lead, ¡into, magistral 
gypsum, and the gold and silver of the 
northern mountains. The revenues of the 
State, which are reckoned at over $95,coo 
per annum, are derived from taxes’direct 
or indirect. The “ direct” taxes arc six 
dollars on a thousand, according to valua­ 
tion one per cent, upon sales of foreign 
goods, five per cent, upon changes of do­ 
main, pensions, and wills, and payments 
for exemption from service in the national 
guard. The City of Aguas Calientes is dis­ 
tant by rail only 578 kilometers from the 
City of Mexico, 109 kilometers from Zaca­ 
tecas, 118 from Guanajuato, 107 from San 
Luis I’otosi. and 205 from Guadalajara—the 
railroad now placing it in direct coiumuni- 
cation with all the principal cities of the 
Republic.

-V V o lca n o C u rio u sly F o r m e d , 
A m iniature volcano lias been added to 
the laboratory of the Keystone Normal 
School, where it will hereafter be used for 
purposes of instruction. 
It was formed 
spontaneously at the Macungie furnace, in 
Lehigh county, on tho top of a car of incited 
i iron cinders. As the extreme crust of the 
‘ slug cooled off. and consequently contract­ 
ed. the interior gases, cramped for want of 
room, burst out at the surface in jets and 
spurts as in a natural volcanic eruption, 
and proportionally quite as liigh, gradual!v 
forming the frustrutu of an irregular cone, 
with an opening in the center from bottom’ 
to top. Through this opening the melted 
m atter was forced up from the mass below 
running over at the top of the cone on ali 
sides and dripping downward, 
cooled 
into 
beautiful 
stalactical 
forms. 
Af­ 
ter the gases had become exhausted, 
an opening was made near the base of tlie 
cone, giving another outlet to the matter 
left in the crater, which left the opening in 
the cone clear and comparatively smooth. 
1 lie bight of the cone is twenty inches, 
outside diameter at bottom fifteen inches, 
and at the top five inches. Its growth oc­ 
cupied half an hour. Its weight is ninety 
pounds. This is a good illustration of the 
m anner in which volcanic peaks are sup­ 
posed to be naturally formed, confirming 
the theory that, as the crust of the earth 
contracts by cooling, the interior gases and 
melted 
matter requiring 
more 
room, 
mountain ranges are raised, and at the 
weaker points openings are forced, from 
which the imprisoned m atter escapes, and 
: volcanic peaks and craters.are formed, jnst 
as in the specimen described.—[Lancaster 
(Pa.) New Era.

Oltl 
horses, young kids and lambs, ill dog3. cats 
and ra's are skinned alive, because the 
skin, when removed from the living crea­ 
ture, is considered more supple, and sells 
for a somewhat higher price. Dogs arc 
seized by legalized municipal dog-stealers 
twice a day; are thrust pell mell into a court;

SAN FRANCISCO LETTER. 


REM INISCENCES OF A FLORIST— 


TH E FLOW ER W ORLD. 


T lie F irst F lo w er Store in ’F r is c o - 
E arly P rices a n d U ses o f F lo w ­ 
e r s—An In terview . 


[Correspondence of ihe R ecord Union.] 
W hile recently passing a flower store the 
writer beard a gleeful and somewhat bois­ 
terous song trolled by several rollicking 
voices, uttd, wondering if a “ Pinafore" bur­ 
lesque was in rehearsal, proceeded to in­ 
vestigate. The florist bad just received no­ 
tice of having received the leading prizes on 
his exhibit at the Mechanics’ Fair, also a 
large order to decorate a swell wedding 
party, and was therefore in a good humor. 
W hile all hands busily bunched bouquets 
from blossoms whose odors were op­ 
pressively sweet, he explained the tuneful­ 
ness, by saying; 
“ Music and flowers naturally associate. 
Sweet melodies arc the blossoms of sound, 
just as flowers are of vegetation, as 
children are blossoms of the animal king­ 
dom, or as jewels of the m ineral: suirs are 
flowers of space, corresponding to blossoms 
on earth's bosom—in fact, I've become so 
accustomed to them I look for flowers 
everywhere. That trade and myself grew 
up together in this city, and though I’ve 
been ¡11 the business since a lad, and am 
fast getting gray, I never tiro of my pets. 
On reaching Frisco in '51 I wore knee 
breeches yet, and almost, immediately I 
cried to my mother that there were no 
flowers like our garden 111 La Belle France. 
We had only the wild Castilian roses, but 
soon after our arrival three Frenchmen 
opened 
THE FIRST FLOWER STORE 
In what was then the city’s heart— 011 
W ashington, near Clay street. Their entire 
stock comprised a red rose bush and a 
white one, which they had brought in slips 
from home. For one rose they charged 
fitly to seventy-five cents. 
A bouquet 
comprised three roses tied with a lot of 
leaves, or whatever foliage they could get, 
and cost $3 to §1. Cut flowers were sold at 
first only 
for funerals, until 
another 
Frenchman imported some camellias and 
the Giant of Battle, Madame La Fay and 
La Marque roses, 
lie made the first 
designs, 
such 
as 
could 
he 
twisted 
together out of wire by hand. 
He engaged 
me and I was the first flower peddler in 
the city, selling hand boqueta for anything 
under ■>>. That was the lowest price paid 
for a funeral emblem that no florist would 
build now. 
“ I remember the first actress who ap­ 
peared here in ‘Camille,’ Lady Camille they 
ealled it then. She was a Miss Woods, and 
we had a standing order from a gentleman 
friend of Iters to supply every night a 
camellia for her to wear. Each blossom 
cost him $3. 
Fine roses were always in 
demand at $1 50 to $2 each, so a great 
tuany people sent East for flower seed. By 
and by we began selling for birthday and 
party occasions, and by '59 there were four 
florists ail doing good business. 
‘ steam er d a y ’ 
Used to be the great fun. Twice a m onth 
when the ship sailed for New York, I used 
to stagger down to the wharf with a basket 
bigger than myself, and empty it in an 
hour. Miners bought the flowcrsat $2 and 
$3 a bunch, and threw them on board to 
departing friends. They bought every­ 
thing in sight, loads of oranges, nuts, 
whatever they could get, to pelt the vessel 
until it was out of reach. 
“ Heliotrope was the next flower im 
ported. 
It sold at fifty cents a sprig. The 
next addition in 
roses 
Was made by 
an old Frenchm an—in fact the French 
always 
controlled 
the 
trade and do 
to-day. 
llis garden was where the Tivoli 
now is, and he named that locality ‘St. 
A nn’s Corner.’ 
He brought out what the 
Eastern people call the Jacquem inot rose, 
nam ing it the Pauline, for His sister, and 
we have calls for it yet. About this time 
four old Frenchwomen began peddling 
flowers. 
Young women never seem ti> 
h a\e taken to tlie trauc like thev do in 
other cities, but in ’Cl there was it girl— 
■Little M aty’ they called her—who did 
first-rate at peddling, but she soon married, 
and lives here yet. She is a rich woman, 
and I often wonder if she thinks of when 
we used to trot along tlie streets with our 
baskets. 
Flowers were 
quite plentiful 
along her time, for there had been a green­ 
house built with glass brought from Eng­ 
land. Sans;une street then was the limit 
of town on that side. 


t h e g i r l 1 l e f t b e h in d me. 
“ I used to go twice n week along the 
wholesale houses there and sell every mer­ 
chant a bouquet for his desk. Those men 
had 110 homes or families, and used to kiss 
the flowers for some one back East. 
Many 
a time I saw them do it—men I see about 
town yet. 
The first balls were given 
at 
the old 
Platt’s 
Hall, on 
Bush, 
below Montgomery street. 
Every man 
who 
danced 
with 
a 
lady bought a 
flower for him self and one'for her, and 
didn't care fur cost. I used to sell $75 to 
$100 a night of those little bouquets. At 
first we had no papers ; then we got pink- 
ing-irons and made papers until we im- 
poited them from Germany, as we do yet. 
though our wire designs are all made here! 
Early in the 60's, people who had friends 
to post them, brought flower seeds as regu­ 
lar parts of their effects. Those who made 
money and went home visiting always 
brought back plants. Private gardens wore 
opened, stores increased, prices began to 
decline, until now they are cheaper than 
in the East, because there flowers have to 
be raised under glass, while here thev grow 
out of doors all the year.” 
“ To what do you attribute Frisco’s fond­ 
ness for flowers ?" 
“ Formerly, to admiration and home 
memories. 
Latterly, perhaps, in quite a 
degree to New York fashions. 
It is only 
since people began visiting there frequently 
that flowers became so popular here lor 
any but special occasions. Several attempts 
have been made to introduce artificial (low­ 
ers, but there is abotff them a lack of senti­ 
ment that is the chief charm of fresh 
blossoms. 
“ * Bring flowers to crown the cup and lute 
Bring flowers, the bride is n e a r; 
Briug flowers to soothe tlie captive’s celt • 
Bring flowers to strew the bier.' 
“ That’s the idea; don’t you see? In pro­ 
portion to its size, this city buys nton- flow­ 
ers than any in the Union ; supporting fifty 
regular florists, besides nurseries, private 
gardens, and those who raiseonly for them ­ 
selves. An opera season assists one cle 
ment in the flower trade of which the public 
know little, that is, the private growers. 
Last season I paid one family ¿200 in one 
week for roses alone, and also paid $1,000 
during the month for other flowers’from 
family gardens. Raising them is a good 
business for women, but,strangely, but few 
try it. 1 he trouble with amateur garden­ 
ers is, tlicy attempt too manv kinds. One 
or two varieties are enough for success.” 
f l o r a l in f lu e n c e . 
“Are there any lasting favorites? ” 
“ Oh, yes; roses always. After them, 
pinks. ^Men generally ask lor arose, but J 
fancy it s often because of greater familiar­ 
ity with its name than that they admire it 
most. Parents ought to begin early in life 
to cultivate children—particularly boys—in 
refining influences, by interesting them in 
plants. Many boys would never acquire a 
taste for the street or coarse amusements if 
early taught to raise and enjoy flowers. 
People take for granted that boys will not 
care for plants, and so, through neglect, 
raise hum an weeds. Now there's stutlax ; 
tue vine is cheap, but it pays better than 
prize-fights 
Any boy can train it from 
pots around the sunny room, and make 
money for himself. Yesterday a man of­ 
fered me 1.UÜ0 yards raised bv his children 
on room walls. 
I took half at i t 50 a 
yard. 111 treble strands, and that paid them 
clear profit.

“ There seems to be a popularity for the 
marigolds.

Param ount above all other considera­ 
tions, and most especially throughout the 
San Joaquin valley, is tho subject of irri­ 
gation ; or how to catch and control and 
distribute the 'vast 
volumes oí water 
which, uninterruptedly, pour from 
the 
snow-eapjted Sierras, so that every man 
who owns a piece of land may secure 
a proper share. 
The San 
Joaquin 
valley lias been termed by tuany writers 
the “ Lombardy of California.” 'So it is, 
and the Sierra Nevadas are its Alps. There 
is a sim ilarity of scenery, climate and soil. 
The m ountains and rivers of the two sec­ 
tions are not unlike each other. Lombardy 
slopes from the mountains to the river Po"; 
the San Joaquin valley trends similarly. 
The Alps overlooks their picturesque plains 
from bights of from 4,000 to 8,000 (ec t ; the 
Sierras rise as majestically over the vaster 
domain at their liase. Tlie Po and its trib­ 
utaries, in conjunction with some five or 
six lakes, feed the thousands of miles of 
irragating canals which sjiread over Lom­ 
bardy and make it one of the richest and

blood and free it from m alaria.”

been regarded as a strange circumstance 
that the swampers working in tlie Louis­ 
iana swamps were never affected bv mala­ 
rial complaints.

of cheese; having exported as 
much as $14,000.000 worth of silk in a 
single year; and having had within its 
limits, a few years aeo, 500,000 cattie, 75,000 
horses, 15,000 mules, 100,000 sheep, and 
about the same num ber of hogs. All this 
magnificent reflection front a small area in 
northern Italy is due to the systematic irri­ 
gation of what without such means would 
have remained a partially arid domain, 
alike uninviting to man and beast the year 
round. 
It is only a m atter of time, how­ 
ever, when tlie same glowing picture may 
be painted of the San Joaquin valley ; the 
facilities for spreading a network of artifi­ 
cial streams over the gentle-sloping area— 
about eight feet to tlie mile—are every­ 
where delineated; while the (low of the 
natural running water from the Sierras, if 
properly taken and controlled, could be 
made to bajitize every acre of valley lying 
between Mount Diablo and Tehachepi pass, 
and to make the whole section to blossom 
as the rose. 
MERCED AND FIEDMONT COMPARED. 
Merced county lies in the shadow of a 
part of the Sieira, and contains 1,250.000 
acres of land. 
Piedmont, which is an ex­ 
tension ol Lombardy, is overlooked by the 
Alps, and contains 1,:¡ÚO,000 acres. 
The 
climate and atmospheric conditions of the 
two countries are similar. The natural op­ 
portunities fur artificial irrigation are much 
the same. There are less than one hundred 
miles of canals and ditches in Merced, anil 
only a few of its inhabitants enjoy perfected 
privileges of irrigation. 
Piedmont has 
4.000 miles of canals and ditches, and there 
are a few farms only that cannot have a 
copious supply of water, the amount re­ 
quired being 8,000 gallons per second, at a 
cost to the farmers of $3,000.000 per an­ 
num. Merced has a population of 8,000, 
while Piedmont, with only 50,000 acres 
more than Merced, contains a population 
of 2,000,000. 
THE POSSIBILITIES OF MERCED. 
There is a man living in Merced named 
Huffman. 
He was a clerk in a store in St. 
Louis when Ralston steamboated on the 
Mississippi. lie came to California ill 1849, 
and for many years lived in Stockton and 
made extensive purchases of grain for 
Friedlander. 
Upon the death of the latter, 
Huffman bought and sold land in the 
neighborhood of the town of Merced, and 
after many successful speculations rejittr- 
chased thousands of acres ot the very lands 
he had suld. and retained them, 
lie has 
upon several occasions cleared $100,000 
from a single crop of wheat. And there 
have been seasons when his losses have 
been prodigious. Some three or four years 
ago Huffman visited Merced Falls and the 
higher waters of the Merced river, and then 
followed the noble stream down to a point 
where it dashed into its subterranean course 
and was seen no more. The thought struck 
him then and there that if all that water, 
which had come all the way from the 
Yosemite, and had dashed out of sight 
upon the very rim of half a million acres 
of excellent land, could be saved and 
turned upon that thirsty domain, it would 
be instrum ental in developing all the re­ 
sources of Merced county, and in tinte sup­ 
port a population of at 'least 50,000 people. 
HUFFMAN MEETS CHARLES CROCKER. 
Shortly aftet; this Huffman went to San 
Francisco, and one day met Charles Crocker, 
with whom he had a slight acquaintance. 
He stated what he had seen and what he 
thought, and the railroad man lent a will­ 
ing car. 
“ The facilities for irrigating at 
least 400,000 acres of choice lands,” said 
Huffman, " ate unequaled.” Then he went 
on to say that, with n canal which should 
connect with the Merced river where it 
springs out of the granite foothills, enough 
water cog Id be obtained to convey all over 
a vast section of fertile plains, imd in a 
short time enrich the county a hundred 
fold." 
“ How much will this all cost? ’ 
inquired Crocker. 
“ A million ot dollars,” 
responded Huffman, and Crocker replied, 
“ Go on with the work." 
COMMENCEMENT OF THE WORK. 
Mr. Huffman seemed to fullv understand 
the laconic instructions of Mr. Crocker, 
and at once returned to his “ land of 
promise.” On the first day of March, 1SS5, 
work was commenced upon the main ditch, 
which, with 
its branches, has already 
assumed proportions of vastness. 
Last 
week, by invitation of J. V. Drake, tlie 
Superintendent of the work, I took a drive 
by the quickest roads ttji to the headwaters 
of the canal and returned by way of the 
canal. 
I learned from M r.'Drake that 
operations had been kept up almost con­ 
tinually since its commencement, and that 
between throe hundred and five hundred 
nten and half as m any animals had been 
almost constantly kept at work ; that the 
canal tops the Merced river at a point a 
short distance above where water for tlie 
Farm ers’ Canal was taken out. at a curve 
in an abrupt bluft along the first terrace ot 
foothills, in the northeastern part of the 
county, and meanders in a southwesterly 
direction; that the whole length of the 
canal and its branches, when completed, 
will be upward of seventy-five miles, and 
that it will at least carry water enough to 
irrigate nearly three hundred thousand 
acres of land in Merced county and quite 
seventy-five thousand acres in Fresno, 
much of which is of very little account 
without water: that 
THE MAIN CANAL 
* 
For a distance of eight miles is carried well 
up on enough elevation to give it tlie fall 
required, and that it is one hundred feet 
wide at the top, seventy feet at the bottom, 
and carries ten feet of water, or 3,400 cubic 
feet jut second; that, at a point six miles 
below the river, the canal passes through 
a tunnel under a hillock of solid rock. 1,600 
feet in length, or, with its approaches, 
forty-four hundred feet; that the general 
grade of the cana! is one foot to tiic mile, 
except through the tunnel and its ap­ 
proaches, which is some ten feet to the 
mile ; that, as a general thing, the canal is 
thirty feet wider at the top than at the bot­ 
tom, thus sloping the sides at suclt angles 
as to prevent cave or w ash: that no projec­ 
tions have been left anywhere along the 
sloping of the embankment to obstruct the 
flow of water or m ar tho symmetry of 
construction ; and that there is a splendid, 
macadamized road, twelve feet in width, 
upon the upper side of the canal, made 
front the earth and gravel taken out, 
except where the water passes through the 
tunnel, which is a romantic drive through 
the bowels of the earth. 
I drove down 
upon this road to where there is being 
constructed a huge dam or reservoir, eight 
miles from the head-gate at the river. Ilcre 
were hundreds of men at work with plows 
and scrapers and drills for a distance of! 
several miles in different directions, and 
camps upon every side.

T o rn a d o e s .—In 1834 the Signal Service 
Bureau recorded 172 tornadoes, occurring 
011 59 days. Only one month of the year 
—January—was entirely free from these 
storms, while they were most frequent in 
July, but more severe earlier in the soasen. 
Every section of tlie United States was 
visited except New England and the region 
west of the sum m it of the Rocky m oun­ 
tains. In (¡2 instances the width of tlie 
tornado path varied front 75 to 5,230 feet, 
the average being 1,037 feet; and in 37 
cases tlie length varied from two to 130 
mile 
the average being 30 miles. 
The 
storms moved forward at an average rate of 
42 miles an hour, the rotations of the in­ 
evitable funnel-shaped cloud being accom­ 
plished, of courser at a vastly greater ve­ 
locity. The direction of tho cyclone’s course 
is usually northeast. 
Its time is most fre­ 
quent front 4 to half-past 5 o'clock in the 
afternoon, rarely as early as 3, although 
not uncommonly as late as half-past 7 or 8 
in the evening, and sometimes even later. 


S t a r v a tio n in J a m a ic a .-R . G. Hali- 
liurton, a son of 
the author of “ Sam 
Slick, ' who is now on a visit to Jamaica, 
gives a deplorable account of the condition 
of that colony. lie says : 
“ I have been 
spending the winter in a secluded district 
ot Jamaica, and have been simply horrified 
at the truly pitiable state of the colored 
people there. Ninety per cent, of the deaths 
during the last two years were of jioor per­ 
sons who sickened, died and were buried 
without tlie aid, comfort or attendance of a 
doctor or a clergyman, and without poor 
relict, many of them dying of actual want. 
Before I was here a fortnight I saved the 
life of a poor woman and her children, who 
were dying of starvation, sickness and neg­ 
lect. 
Even the poojile of Kingston do not 
know what is tlie real condition of the poor 
blacks here. —[London Daily News. 


■ W hitew ash Im p erv io u s™ W a te r .— Dis­ 
solve eight pounds of glue in three gallons 
of boiling water, and when it is all melted 
turn it over one bushel of quicklime and 
stir it rapidly until it is as thick as white 
lead paint. Stir into it a handful of tine 
salt, and, if it is too thick, dilute with skim 
milk. 1\ itli a broad paint brush paint over 
fences, oot-houses and hen-houses, and 
alter one coat has dried give another, until 
three coats have been laid on. Over the 
last coat dust sand or greystone dust, and 
it will last tor years. 
Various colors can be 
made by adding Sjianish brown, ocher and 
lampblack, and by mixing Prussian blue 
and ochre a fine green can be obtained. 
It 
is better to be applied while hot, as it 
strikes into the wood more firmly, and it 
will not rub off like common whitewash.

teen miles, traverses a fine section of coun­ 
try for most of its distance, in a southwest­ 
erly direction, and crosses the railroad track 
some five ludes northwest of Merced. This 
middle branch, upon lenving the (lam 
meanders the bed of a "dry creek." so 
called, for most of its distance, and might 
seem to have been created for the purpose 
for which it is now being used. It is inter­ 
esting to note that among tlie many places 
reached by this middle branch, or continu­ 
ation. is vitat is known us the “ Bulmch 
ranch,” owned by a well-known Californian 
named J. D. Peters, a resident of Stockton. 
I visited this very beautiful place on Sunday 
and found it to be 


a v er it a b l e OASIS, 
Indeed. 
It had been selected—judging 
from the neighboring country—from what 
must have very m uch resembled a sand 
heap, but which, however, through the 
agency of water from a num ber of mills, 
has been transformed into a miniature 
Eden. 
1 found this to he the farm upon 
which is produced the Pyrethrum rincrttric- 
folium plant, whose flower contains a 
deadly poisen to the Pules: irritant and 
other insectiferous j.ests, which is pulver­ 
ized at tlie company's works at Stockton 
and sent out as “ Buhaeh ” to a suffering 
world. There are 1,500,000 of these plants 
in one plat. There 
are also 20,000 fruit 
trees of the choicest varieties that our 
Golden State is capable of producing, in­ 
cluding many semi-tropical fruits, almonds 
and Dalmatian figs, in fruit. There areOO,- 
000 of the choicest varieties of wine and 
raisin grapes, and other vines, and shrub­ 
bery and flowers of all kinds. 
Around tlie 
place is a rabbit-proof fence of five miles, 
and 130,000 ornamental wind-break trees, 
and 600,000 fruit and ornam ental trees in 
the nursery. 
W ater was running all over 
the place, and I learn- d from the man in 
charge that there were thirty mites of 
lateral and distributing ditches upon the 
farm, and that the w ater used at present 
comes from the middle branch of the Mer­ 
ced Canal and Irrigation Company’s canal. 
THE SOUTH BRANCH, 
W hich in reality may he considered a por­ 
tion of the main canal, will be 25 miles in 
length, when carried to its termination, 
and will carry 1,500 feet of water per sec­ 
ond. 
It will be 9o feet wide at the top, 50 
feet at the bottom, and hare a depth of 8 
feet of water. 
This branch follows along 
tlie foothills for some distance after leaving 
tlie ridge near the Atwater Home ranch, 
then passes to the north and east of theSix- 
inile House, and then again follows the 
foothills to a point east of Hooper’s ranch, 
and reaches Bear creek near Montgomery's 
grove, and then meanders south to the 
Chowcbillu river. There is a tunnel in this 
branch which is nearly constructed, 2,200 
feet in length, under a gravelly foothill. It 
will readily he seen by a glance at a map 
of Merced county, what a large section of 
country for many miles east of Merged and 
around Athlon and l’lainsburg may be 
brought under cultivation by irrigation 
through the influences of this southern 
branch. The town of Merced, loo, will be 
d i r e c t l y b e n e f ite d in tim e , 
As it is the intention of the owners of the 
canal, if m et in a public-spirited way by 
the property-holders of said town, to lay­ 
off a reservoir of four hundred acres at a 
point about seven miles from Merced. This 
reservoir will have a depth of thirty feet, 
and will have an elevation above the town 
it is intended to sujiply of ninety feet, and 
connect with it by means of a toot pipe, 
which will he large enough for all purposes 
for many years. This branch has reached 
the above jioint, and is. being pushed rap­ 
idly toward its terminus at tlie Cliowchilia 
river. There has already been expended 
over $700,900 on this vast undertaking, and 
it is understood that it will require at least 
$300.060 more ami a year's time to complete 
it fully. 
W ater will he turned in, which 
will run through sixty miles of canal, in a 
month or two, however, from which 200,­ 
000 acres may be irrigated ; and it is under­ 
stood that a num ber of the fine tracts of 
land which lie in proximity to this great 
work will soon be cut up into homestead 
tracts and small farms and sold upon easy 
terms, including perm anent rights for the 
use of water. 
TDK “ WEST SIDE." 
Upon w hat is known as the “West Side,” 
which means the west side of the San Joa­ 
quin river, there have been systems of irri­ 
gation upon a large scale for'a num ber of 
years; conspicuously that one owned by 
Miller A Lux, and known as the San Joa­ 
quin and Kings River Canal and Irrigation 
Cojnpanv. This canal was commenced in 
1871, and was the first aqueduct for irriga­ 
tion on a scale of great magnitude con­ 
structed in California. 
It was sotue seven 
years in building,and when completed, bad 
cost $1,300,000. This canal heads at the 
junction of Fresno slough and the San Joa­ 
quin river, tlie former being tiie reeeptuele 
tor the flow from Kings river and Tulare 
Lake. It has a surface width of sixty-eight 
feet much of the distance, and twenty-eight 
feet at the bottom. The grade is one foot 
per mile. The total length is sixty-seven 
ntiies, and it carries five and one-half feet 
of water, or 600 cubic feet per second. It 
commands an area of nearly 300.CHXI acres. 
From ibis main canal there are at present 
nearly eighty distributing ditches, aggregat­ 
ing upwards of 200 miles of artificial wa­ 
ter-ways, exclusive of the main canal. The 
same company owns what is called tlie 
“ loop canal," which is some seven miles in 
length, and runs parallel with the main 
canal, with which it connects at both ends, 
its construction being for the purpose of 
irrigating the Dos l’alos ranch. 
THE CHOWCHILI.A CANAL, 
W hich also takes its water our of the Fresno 
slough, is about thirty miles in length, and 
follows a generally northerly course, ter­ 
minating at the Chowchilla slough on the 
Chowchilla ranch. This canal was designed 
for the purpose, not of irrigating lauds, but 
for wafer for stock which then grazed over 
the Columbia and Chowchilla ranches by 
the tens of thousands. 
This canal cost 
$100,000, and as much as 18,000 acres of 
wheat, hurley, alfalfa and grass have been 
irrigated from it in a single year. 
Sometimes this " West Side,” or that 
portion of it traversed by tlie above-named 
aqueducts, is called the “ Kingdom of 
Miller & Lux." on account of the magnifi­ 
cent sweeps of excellent lands owned bv 
this well-known firm of cattle and sheep- 
rai.scrs. These lands extend a distance of 
between sixty-five and seventy-five miles, 
atnl comprise a very substantial strip of 
212.000 acres, going between Hill's Ferry 
(Stanislaus county) and Fresno county. A 
large portion of this land is now sown to 
alfalfa, and each year tlie first crop is per­ 
mitted to (lower and is then cut for hay ; 
then the cattle are turned in and graze off 
the best of the stubble; the sheep then fol­ 
low and get w hat the cattle leave un­ 
touched ; the water is then turned on for 
the first tim e (if the 
“ WET SEASON ’’ 
Has been wet), and then the cattle again, 
and then again the sheep or hogs. This is 
done three times each season, although the 
alfalfa is not cut for hay but once. Jlilier 
& Lux sell water at moderate rates to f. r- 
mt-rs all along upon the “ West .Side,” and 
are generally well liked by their patrons. 
Well, the latter certainly .should feel in­ 
debted to the firm ; for/w ithout this sys­ 
tem ol irrigation it would he impossible to 
carry on small farms with any degree of 
success in the above-named s«>ction. The 
land slopes beautifully from thecanal about 
eleven or twelve feet'to the mile upon an 
average. Alfalfa requires n good irrigating 
for every crop. Barley m ust have from 
two to three wettings during a dry season, 
and wheat from three to five. A t'least, so 
one farmer informs me. 
Five hundred 
acres can bo irrigated, xvlierethere is a large 
tract to be watered, in twelve hours, a t a 
cost, for labor, of from four to seven cents 
per acre. 
In 1,379 there were nearly 25.000 
acres of land irrigated; much of the land 
irrigated that year was in wheat, and jior- 
tions of it were rusted on account of hav­ 
ing been too frequently watered. In 1380 
there were 40,000 acres' Irrigated, and dur­ 
ing tlie present year twice that area. 
IRRIGATION RATES. 
The sale of w ater is regulated as follows : 
For cereals, from July 1st to July 1st, $2 50 
per acre; for alfalfa, $3 per acre; for veg­ 
etables and fruit, especially, $5; for wild 
grass, 75 cents ; and for irrigation of second 
crop, santo season, $1. There are 11c re­ 
strictions whatever upon tlie use of this 
water, except that it must be turned on 
and off by the company’s agents, who shall 
see to it that there shall be the requisite 
quantity, without excess or waste. Miller 
•Si Lux, beside renting water in this way, 
have a large num ber of tenants on their 
irrigated lands, who farm them on al­ 
most as many terms as there are farms. 
Thete is a scale of 
irrigating 
rates 
for 
stock, 
which 
includes 
horses, 
cattle, 
sheep 
and 
hogs. 
Miller 
A 
Lux have sheared as many as 80,000 
slieep in one year on their ranch iri this 
county, and branded 25,060 calves 
It is 
impossible to discover how many cattle 
they own. but it is believed to be nearly 
50,000. There arc two stretches of unbroken 
fences on their ranch, each sixty-eight 
miles long! One of their smallest wace- 


otte wheat field of 10.000 acres. 
And, by I 
the way, the crop this year is a volunteer ' 
one, and has netted its owner $10,000 at 
present ratos. AU the work that has been 
done on this field during the present season 
was the harvesting, which took twelve 
men and sixty-six animals and two com­ 
bined harvesters and thrashers one hundred 
days. These machines are wonders. Each 
is moved by thirty mules, all of them over 
sixteen hands high, and purchased in St. 
Louis two or three years ago at from $250 
to $300 each. These machines cut down a 
swath of twenty-four feet cleaner than any 
other apparatus, thrash it. clean it anil 
sack it, each machine swallowing up fifty 
acres of stalk per day, and sacking the 
grain at the rate, according to the yield, of 
from thirty to ninety sacks an hour. These 
slide out of tlie mill part of the harvester 
and are picked up by a wagon w iiich 
accompanies the two concerns. 
These 
10,000 acres of land arc only a small por­ 
tion of Mr. Huffm an’s possessions, for he, 
too, is monarch of all he surveys. 
ARTESIAN WELLS. 
Surface Water of a good kind is obtaina­ 
ble all over Merced county, at front 30 to ¡ 
150 feet, and almost every farm has its sur- I 
face well and windmill. There are soiue ! 
few artesiati wells here and there, but these ■ 
are principally located on the C how chilla’ 
ranch, where there are fifteen flowing wells. ! 
with depths of front 175 to 233 feet, with 
diam eter of pipe varying from six to eight 
inches. These fifteen wells flow, respee- i 
tively, as follows. 58,642 United ¡states 
standard gallons everv twenty-four hours; 
64.>17: 
40.811 : 
43.211; 6i|817; 162,043­ 
14.404: 
181,913; 43.211; 
4,800; 259.270; 
51,613; 2.30,875 ; 86,422, and 40,811. These 
wells were all bored for the use ol stock, 
and at present are used partly for that pur­ 
pose and partly for purposes of produc­ 
tions of grasses and grains—but generally 
for the use of the stock which roam over 
the Chowchilla ranch. 
PRINCIPAL TOWNS. 
The principal towns in the county are 
Merced, the county siat, 110 miles from 
San Francisco: Sm iling the original county 
seat ; Hopcton. Merced Falls. Los Ranas, 
Plainsburg, Livingstone and Central Point.

It will he admitted, we think, that the 
tendency of modern science is materialis­ 
tic. This is especially true of biologv. In 
tact, to many the doctrine of correlation of 
tita! with physical forces, and the doctrine 
of derivative origin of species, seem little 
s!:oi¿ ol a demonstration of materialism. 
Thus materialism luis become a fashion of 
th o u g h t; hut, hue all fashions, it has run 
into excess, which must he followed by re­ 
action. 
We believe the reaction has al­ 
ready commenced. Science sees now, more 
clearly ilian ever before, its own limits. 
It 
acknowledges its impotence to bridge the 
chasm between the physical and the psych­ 
ical. 
\\ e pa -- from physical to chemical, 
and from chemical to vital, without break. 
All is motion, and nothing more; also, in 
the region of the vital, wc pass from sen.se- 
impression through mrve-thril! to brain- 
changes, and still we find only motions. 
But when, just here, there emerge consci­ 
ousness, thought, will, the relation of these 
to brain-ehaugcs is just as unimaginable as 
the appearance of the genie when Aladdin’s 
lamp is rubbed. 
it is impossible to emphasize this point 
too strongly. Suppose a living brain he 
exposed to an observer with infinitely per­ 
fect senses. 8 ich an observer would set 
could see, only molecular movements. But 
the subject knows nothing of all this. 
His 
experiences are of a totally different order, 
viz., consciousness, thought, etc. Viewed 
from the outside, there is nothing hut mo­ 
rions; viewed from the inside, nothing hut 
thought, etc.—Iroin the one side, only ma­ 
terial phenom ena; from the other, only 
psychical phenomena.

Admitting, then, in man a world of phe­ 
nomena, which cannot he construed in 
terms of motion, and which fur conveni­ 
ence we group under the name of “ spirit.”

(RI’MATIuX IN PARIS. 


Tiie A u th o rities to C onstruct a C rem a­ 
tory F u rn ace in I’ere LaC haise. 
Tiie Municipal Council of l ’arii- has 
voted the establishment of a cremator", fur­ 
nace in the cemetery of 1’irc La Chaire. 
This mutter lias been under discussion dur­ 
ing the past ten years, the interior adm in­ 
istration having based its opposition tu the 
authorization of the system principally on 
ihe ground that it might interfere with the 
discovery of crimes of poison. The Gov­ 
ernment. too, isteem ing that a decree of 
the year XII. of the Revolution prohibit­ 
ing all modes of destroying bodies except 
by inhum ation, seemed to consider that a 
law was necessary. However, in 1880, M. 
Leperc. then Minister of the Interior, gave 
it as his opinion that the Prefect of the 
Seine had powt r to authorize a crematory 
furnace, 
in 1870 bodies of soldiers killed 
in battle were burnt. Last year the body 
of the Rajah of Kellapour was burnt on the 
beach of Etretat with the authorization of 
the Mayor. The Minister of the Interior 
in 1' «4 auriiorized the erection of a crema­ 
tory furnace in connection with ihedissect- 
ing rooms ot Paris. MM. Bartel and For- 
migc, engineer and architect of the city of 
Paris, were asked to draw up plans; and 
now finally the nn-ney has been voted for 
the construction of the edifice. 
The system adopted is that of Gorini, at 
present employed at Rome and M ilan; the 
fuel employed is wood, the temperature 
does not exceed 1.200°, and the body is 
burnt up in less than two hours. At Milan 
the cost of cremating the body is seven or 
eight francs; at I’aris it will be fifteen 
francs or $1, including fuel, labor and tl e 
cinerary urn of common pottery. 
The 
plants of M.M. Foriuige and Bartet com­ 
prise an establishment for cremation in 
general and one lor the cremation of hos­ 
pital debris. The former comprises a se­ 
ries of vaulted galleries on the ground floor 
for preserving the cinerary urns. The first 
lloor contains rooms for receiving the pub­ 
lic. which are rounded off’ into three hemi- 
eycles, in each of which is built a crematory 
furnace in the shape of a tomb. The 
whole m onuroentissurm ounted by a dome, 
in which are hidden the chimneys of tiie 
furnaces. The cost of this building would 
be $125,000, and it would take a year to 
build. 
The second project, which is tobe carried 
out at once, has no architectural or monu­ 
mental qualities; it comprises simply the 
crematory furnaces, surrounded hv a ’brick 
wall. The facade will he ornamented with 
stucco and plaster. 
The three furnaces 
about to he constructed, burning eight 
hours a day, will consume 380 bodies a 
year, which corresponds to the num ber of 
bodies used in the Parisian dissecting 
rooms. The cost of these furnaces, which 
will be ready for use in six weeks or two 
months, will be $50,000. 
The vote of the 
Municipal Council is a great trium ph for 
the French "Society for the Propagation ot 
Cremation,” which has been in existence 
n iw for six years, under the Presidency of 
M. Ku '.'hlin-Sehurz, Mayor of the Eighth 
Arrondissement.

supply. 
H e was liappy in th e roughly vigorous,

T he tru th , he very aptly said, 
is good enough.

Mr. Estee will be pleased to 
learn th at th is tru th has been a central and 
actuating influence in th e work of the 
N orthern California Im m igration Society, 
and it there is or can he such a th in g as 
policy related to honesty, that Association 
lias dem onstrated its wisdom.

profitable. 
Both sides h av e learn ed a lesson. 
T he producer h as learn ed th n t h e m ust h a v e a 
m ark et, an d th e c a rrie r h as le a rn e d th a t to 
m ake th e producer send Iiis p roducts by bis line 
lie m ust s . regulate his prices as to m ake th e 
business profitable to th e producer.

Sam ples of condensed must that have 
been produced by th e apparatus now in 
operation a t the Bugbey vineyard, near 
Folsom, were brought into the office of the 
State V iticultura! Com m ission this week, 
show ing th e result ot the operation on 
m ust of M ission, Zinfandel, F eher Szargos 
and 
Roussantie (Golden 
Chasselus, so- 
called). 
T he m ust, w hen reduced, showed 
generally alxm t GO per cent, o f sugar, and 
could be m ade heavier if desired. 
As this 
is th e first attem pt to operate this ap; a-at us 
on this coast, the experim ental results are 
attracting attention. 
I t is possible th at the 
apparatus will be moved, as soon as the 
w ork is finished a t the Bugbey vineyard, 
either to San Francisco or to som e point in 
Sonom a or N apa county, to continue the 
w ork already begun. 
T he Commission 
will soon receive five gallons of m ust of 
each o f the varieties condensed, to test the 
value of such m aterial in w ine m aking. 
So far as the assistant o f the State 
A nalyst has been able to pursue the micro­ 
scopic s tu d io on ferm ents this year, it 
a pp* ars : mt compressed yeast, m ade at the 
Potrero near this city, w hich was experi­ 
m ented with last year by the Commission, 
is practically pure for th e purpose of 
starting sm all tubs of m ust in ferm entation, 
in the beginning of w ine-m aking opera! 
tions. Sam ples o f this compressed yeast 
for experim entation w ill he sent out by the 
Com m ission on dem and of those who 
desire to test the advantage of the same. 
D uring the vintage the Com m ission will 
undertake to propagate a w ine yeast to b e 
treated 
in 
a sim ilar m anner to 
this 
compressed yeast, in order to ascertain 
w hether a better result can he obtained 
w ithout the use of this compressed m aterial 
already on th e m arket. 
From the experi­ 
m ents last year, and continued during this 
year, w ith early crops of grapes, it appears 
th at one ounce ot this compressed yeast is 
am ple, in preparing a ferm enting inass to 
be used to assist tanks, to the ton of grapes 
used, if for red w ine: 
if for w hite w ine 
one-half an ounce w ould he sufficient, ah 
though a further experim entation m ay re­ 
sult in m ore exact rules. 
T he m ethod of 
using tins compressed yeast is to first dilute 
it in blood-warm water, m ixing, if in sm all 
quantity, the fresh m ust a day before com ­ 
m encing ferm entations. 
J'láee the veast 
tu b in a warm place. 
B y using such m a­ 
terial to start 
ferm entation 
prom ptly 
it 
has 
been 
found 
by 
the Com m is­ 
sion tliis year th at prom pt an d regular 
ferm entations 
can 
'be 
obtained, even 
though the tem perature is prevailingly low. 
T he influence of tem perature, in sta rtin '’ a 
tank of m ust into ferm enting, appears to 
vary after the germ s o f ferm ents are once 
developed. 
It seems to require a certain 
degree of heat to develop the spores of the 
germ s into activity, hut bv introducing 
activity of th e germ s at the siart so great a 
heat is not required. 
A fter m ixing the 
ferm enting m ust in the tank, it is essential 
to slir the w hole tan k several tim es a day 
until the violent ferm entations begin, so as 
to distrih u teth e germ s thoroughly throu»’h- 
out the w hole m ust. 
Those w ho'will m ake 
experim ents w ith this m aterial can obtain 
sam ples for th e w ork by addressing the 
Commission, it being requisite th a t'th e y 
shall report th e result in com parison w ith 
other m ethods. 
W here 
the 
w eather 
is warm , and it is know n th at ferm en­ 
tation starts very prom ptly and continues 
regularly, there will he little use, probablv, 
in applying th is m eans of assisting develop: 
m ent of the yeast germ s in th e m u st; hut 
m m any cases w here ferm entation is know n 
to he difficult, and w here it starts in slow ­ 
ly. such rn assis ance will avoid, probably, 
imperfect ferm entations such as frequently 
trouble the wine subsequently.

HEALTH OF THE STATE. 


C le a n lin e ss U rg ed as a 
P r e v e n tiv e o f 
C h o le r a . 
Dr. G. G. Tyrrell. Perm anent Secretary 
of the State Board of H ealth, makes tlie 
following rem arks in his re¡>ort dated Sep­ 
tember 10th : 
Sanitarians have made the assertion lhat 
sanitary precautions taken in time of a 
threatened epidemic—such, for instance, as 
have been advised by this Board, and acted 
upon in this State—would dim inish sick­ 
ness from m any diseases. The truth of this 
claim has been substantiated in a signifi­ 
cant m anner by the mortality report for the 
month of August, which is remarkable for 
its> low rate.considering that we have passed 
through a heated term such as never before 
was experienced iu this State. Only one 
death from sunstroke is recorded, a.id that 
from Bakersfield, where one other was re­ 
ported as having occurred last month, m ak­ 
ing two cases, as far as known, for the sea­ 
son. which goes some way to disprove the 
theory of Dr. Miles, of Cincinnati, that “a 
dry atmosphere is more conducive to sun­ 
stroke than a hot and moist one.’’ 
Judging from the reports received from 
seventy different localities, the onlv disease 
that seems to be generally prevailing is dis­ 
order of the bowels. 
These affections are 
evidently of a mild character, ami may', in 
a great measure, he attributed, in the'lirst 
1-lace, to the great abundance of fruit and 
vegetables everywhere ’obtainable in the 
S tate: and secondly, to the unrestrained 
quantities in which they are consumed re­ 
gardless of consequence. Our reports show 
diarrhea and dysentery, in a sporadic form, 
to be prevailing in 'B o d ie, Sacramento! 
Dixon, lturilett Springs. Oakland, Calico, 
Daggett, Castroville, Modesto, Ukiah. Sis^ 
kivou, Nicolaus, Biggs, Willits, H ill’s Fer­ 
ry. Foiest Hitl, Knight’s Ferrv, Bakers­ 
field, Vallejo, College City. Cliieo, Angel’s 
Camp, Truckee, Sierra valley, Anderson. 
Newcastle, W illiums, Fort Bidwell and 
Colton. 
Scarlet fever is mentioned as present in 
Weaverville, Dixon, Redding, Anderson 
and Chico, The num ber of cases are few 
and the type of disease mild. 
Measeis prevail extensively at Fort Bid- 
well, 
Newcastle, 
Cottonwood. 
Vallejo, 
Downieville, Forest Hill. H ill’s Ferry and 
Dixon. 
1 >iphtheria hasappeared in a ¡¡mite-! num ­ 
ber of cases in Sacramento, Etna Mills, 
1 kiah. Plym outh, hall River, Siiasta and 
< ollege t ity. The fatality so far has been 
very slight in these places. 
Erysipelas is mentioned as occurring in 
Anderson, Calico, Bakersfield, Cottonwood, 
Williams, Truckee and Vallejo. 
Typhoid fever is noticed in Bakersfield, 
Etna Mills, Rocklin Y\ illits, Nicolaus, Dag­ 
gett. Weaverville, Susanville and Fort Bid- 
well. The cases arc sporadic and of a mild 
type. 
Typho-malarial fever is mentioned as oc­ 
curring in several localities, but the cases 
are few a id the mortality very limited. 
Interm ittent and rem ittent fevers prevail 
generally in the lowlands, as might be ex­ 
pected at this season of the year. Uttr re­ 
ports ail indicate that throughout the State 
there is very little sickness and no epidemic 
disease whatever. 
Small-pox is reported to have appeared 
at Riverside, by Dr. J. F. Jenkins, who 
writes that the death reported was that of a 
child, who contracted the disease in and 
carried it from Mexico. 
He says that he 
has heard of no other case, and will report 
promptly if the disease should spread. 
Cholera is also reported as having ap­ 
peared in Nagasaki, Japan, ana ¡Shanghai. 
China, which, if true, will necessitate a 
strict quarantine being established of all 
vessels coming from these countries, as 
there is no doubt that cholera can only 
reach California by im portation, it can­ 
not, however, he too earnestly impressed 
upon our authorities the absolute necessity 
of appointing an Officer ol Health in everv 
city, town and village in the -State, armed 
with sufficient authority to make a house- 
to-honse inspection, and personally see that 
all premises are cleaned of filth and gar­ 
bage, the privies emptied and disinfected, 
and the sewers well flushed. 
If there is 
one fact more firmly established than an­ 
other it is that cholera is a preventable 
disease, and that in the presence of cleanli­ 
ness it dies out. In the last report of the 
National Board of Health, dated August 
25th, it is stated that tlie Commissioners 
recently sent into the interior districts in 
Spain reported that, in the towns supplied 
with water from springs or wells, cholera 
either did not prevail at all or to a very 
limited extent, while in those towns sup­ 
plied with water from streams the disease 
was very destructive, the water being con­ 
taminated by the washing therein of the 
clothes of cholera patients. This fact af­ 
fords one of the very strongest evidences 
against the telluric or atmospheric origin of 
the disease, and conclusively shows that 
the cholera microbe is a particulate entity, 
and can he conveyed by water in the most 
virulent form. No time should be lost in 
getting every town in the most perfect san­ 
itary condition ; anil this done, with effi­ 
cient quarantine, we can rest in safety.

And yet, strange as it may appear, until within 
n comp;.ratively few year-, vs e have produced 
for export but the one staple commodity, name­ 
ly. wheat. According to the census oí ÍS80, ouiy j 
twenty-one percent, ol our who c population 
was engaged. In agricultural pursuit^. In 183fi 
we produced about thirty bushels of wheat to 
each individual, old and young, in iliis State; 
while throughout the whole Union less than ten 
bushels wen* raised to each inhabitant, al­ 
though in m ny States as high as fifty to sixty 
percent, of tho entire population were engaged 
m agriculture. 
In Europe the average amouutof wheat raided 
is about three bnsheln to cat h inhabitant. 
In 
Ru.-.-ia. which hitherto lias been ourcbiet com­ 
petitor iu the w heat markets of the world, only 
t« ;i bushels of wheat to each iudiviaual arc 
produced. There they eat rye and sell their 
wheat. 
The production of w heat in California 
has possibly reached its high-water mark. This 
may lai true, first, because wheat 
low in 
Europe, and it is more than probable that in the 
future it will continué low, and wo may nave 
to look for another m arket: second, because our 
people arc commencing to produce other th inga, 
and to produce them in large *.ii«1 abundant 
quantity, and the whr-at laud - arc thu- being 
used for other purposes ; and. ihird, because In­ 
dia can raise wheat lor tho European market in 
vast quantities, and it is claimed cau do it 
cheaper than w». can. 
From a report made by J. A. Leonard, Consul- 
General at Calcutta, as late as February 21. Inn', 
it appear- that for the years 1883 4. India export­ 
ed over 30,o-so/1»0 bushels of wheat annual y, 
while last year the whole of Europe ouiy re­ 
quired 50,000,000 centals n.ore than it raised. In 
this report Mr. IxiOuard says; **Tue question 
as to what extent wheat-growiug will increase 
iu India is one that cannot In.- answered accu­ 
rately and uefinifelv. It is icrtniu that the 
wheat area In India has increased, and there 
can be no doubt but that the wheat fields of 
India will yield abundantly. Wheat is and will 
be raised ch* uper in India Ilian in America. 
Our improved machinery cannot eoiupete with 
labor i hat works for seven t<» ten cents pt r day.”

VVheu the carrier puts the 
rote of trftns[iortAt!on at a figure which enables 
the pr ilucer to make money, the producer puts 
forth his best energies and iucreuses tho j>ro- 
du tion. and the carrier finds his ntwo t capaci- 
tvs*r.iin«*d to accommodate tlie increased pn> 
cfuction thus stimulated. 
In. *. ther words, cheap transportation inspires 
large production, and large production makes 
cheap transportation profitable*. Both sides have 
I*- tnicd a lesson. Tho producer lias learned 
that he must have a market, ami the* carrier lias 
learned that to make the produ- er send hi- 
products by bis line lie mud so regulate his 
price- as to make the business profitable 10 the 
producer. 
The íucrcase iu the production of canned 
fiuirs since ¡871 has been equallv great. Some 
year» being less productive than others, the im­ 
provement has not been entirely uniform : vet 
the average increase has no parallel in tiny 
other state in the Union. The following are the 
.statistics showing the shipments by rail. Ship­ 
ments have been made by steamer and clipper 
ships, but the exact amount of these cannot be 
obtained. It may here be notea that tin* first 
six months of this year—from January 1-t to 
June 30th—are not tlie mouths when canned 
fruits are shipped iu quantities.

OVERPRODUCTION ! 
Whoever heard of too much to-eat? The fact 
is, ( alifornia has produced so much of every­ 
thing. mid produced it so well, that whenever 
we do enter into competition with the rest of 
the world in a new field of industry, after all 
other complaints are dissipated, we hear the old 
cry, ‘‘There is too much of it! True, it is good; 
b*.it youproduce too much !” Think of an over­ 
production in fruit! Why. there are 50.000.000 
pounds of prunes imported into the United 
tí late s annually. 
There is no rcasou why Cali­ 
fornia should not produce them all. Why over­ 
production in «vine, when there arc Sfio.OOO.CKXi 
gallons of wine made iu France annually? And 
yet they import more than they export; while 
iu California we have only one year made 15,- 
(hXi.000 gallons. 1 he people drink more gallons 
of whisky and beer in any one of four States of 
the I nion every year than all the wine we have 
ever made in California. Who iu California 
ev« r heard it said that there was an overproduc 
tion of whisky or beer? It is gravely asserted 
that there is not a city of 2D,<*0U inhabitants in 
the United Stabs where, there is not!a brewery 
or distillery, eN'en including the State of louai. 
How, then, can we produce too much wine, if it 
is good? 
But wine, like wheat or fruit, must 
seek u market. It will not-sell itself. Jxd me 
remind you there cannot be an overproduction 
oi the best of an article. If we make the best 
rai-ins, the bCi-t a ine aud the best brandy, ami 
if we can the la-st fruits, these will always sell, 
becau-e for these things we have the world for 
a market; but the world must know what we 
have to sell. 
SAI R OF PUBLIC LANDS. 
One of the most conspicuous evidences of our 
prosperity arises from the largely increased de­ 
mand for our public lam!. It is estimated by C. 
H. títreet, St cretarj of the Immigration Asswda-

^lon °f California, that there are about 43,000.000 
pples* the one wili in time ’ a<‘ros of Government laud in this State; that of 
" 
this amount there are about *20.000,000 acres 
which arc suitable fi-r agricultural purposes. In 
1883 there were 5.287 applications for public 
lands made in California, covering over 700.000 
acres of lar.d. In 1884 there were 7.252 applica­ 
tions filed in the Lund Office for puolic lands, 
covering an ar a of 993,570 acres oi land. This 
shown the character of the immigration to Cali­ 
fornia. and that white labor is fast filling up the 
space made va» ant by ihe exclusion of Chinese, 
however imperfect that exclusion may be. And 
what adds to the value of this class of immigra­ 
tion is that they are all small farmers. 
SMALL FARMS. 
A community of small farmers is a thrifty 
community. These build up the State, give it 
population, practice habits of industry, rear 
their sons and daughters to work, tcacli econ­ 
omy, build sehool-hoiises and churches and fill 
them, tínmll fannera beautify their homes and 
plant fruit trees, ruch people live moderated}* 
and within I heir means. Their food m aybe 
coarse and their clothes plain, but their sleep is 
as peaceful a.- their lives are harmless. In times 
of national p-*ril they are the pillars of the 
State ; they form the grand middle class of the 
country, and voice the average and better judg­ 
ment of the people. if few of them become 
great men tie y are at least the material from 
which great men are made. Small farmers must 
raise something which requires close personal 
attention, and the raising of which requires 
their care. They have to work or starve; they 
occupy the boundary line between poverty ami 
ailiueuce ; they take newspapers and read them; 
obey the law s of God and of their country: love 
the little homes they liavo created un I the fam­ 
ily that adores them. 
THE FAST AND THE PRESENT. 
So one not a pioneer can imagine the groat 
changes which but half a lifetime* has wrought 
in California. He who crested the plains in 
1*17-8 or *4*.*, and came down the western slope 
of the Sierra Nevadas, ami looked for the first 
time on the great valley of the •Sacramento, saw 
before him u picture of surpassing beauty. 
Vt'helher we compare this magnificent hceue to 
the more historic one of the plains of Lrenbirdy 
us seen from the broken ri»iges of the Alps, or 
that of the Valley of Mexico, where from the 
Halls of the Montezumas tun be viewed u¡on 
the one hand the snow-capped peaks of the Cor­ 
dilleras, ami on the other that great valley 
clothed in the rich verdure of a semi-tropical 
clime, in either case our ow 11 will lose nothing 
by ihe comparison. Here, too, were gn at val­ 
leys. bigger than an empire, and aa fertile as the 
Valley of the Nile, divided by narrow rivers 
y. hose limpid waters had never been ruffled bv 
the tide of commerce. Here- were the plain* o‘f 
the Sacramento and the San Joaquin, whose 
uni«ed length exceeded five hundred miles, 
with a width of from thirty to one hundred 
m iles the soil unbroken by the plow, the forests 
untouched by the ax. the streams flowing unob­ 
structed by dam or bridges. 
Throughout this 
w.dc expanse no town»- «>r villajes», no roads nor 
pathways, do fence or ditch, only herds of wild 
cattle and horses roaming in unguarded free­ 
dom, ami a few widely scpanred*adobe build­ 
ing-. in which hull a honored Mexican families 
lived in solitary at «1 isolated iudepeudonue. 
Away acros.-. there valleys the Coast Kangc of 
mou ui. ii us sc»me<l to in; like a wall between 
tii» plains and the approaches of the sea, form­ 
ing a corrugated line, 1 ke a blue ribbon against 
the western sky. Behind, were the dark torot? 
aud the snowy peaks ol the sierra Nevadas, and 
.1 5 t;<•;i*s•!, Wane on -.-very breir/.c, the soft, 
balmy nireodorons with balsam and pcrfumiti 
with trio rich fragrance oi myriads of foothill 
flowers. Such was this deligbtful land before 
we came here, and such w as California when 
the pioneer first found it, thirty-five or forty 
years ago. Look at it now ! A million people 
live within its borders; beautiful towns and 
* ill;ig;*« have stuccoed our great valleys and 
given tho stamp of progress to every part of ihe 
State; wealth and luxury and abundance sur­ 
round us; our gold first awakened the world 
and gave a new impetus to enterprise. Our 
wheat and fruits aud raisins and wine have 
made 1 'aUtnridaafamiliar word in 1 very market 
of the world. With a territory about equal to 
France, and a climate infinitely superior, and a 
productive capacity vastly greater, our »\bilities 
to surpass tlu old and new worlds is left to u*. 
and to tho.-»* v. ho are to come after us. We uced 
but to l*c true :<» ourselves, to be faithful to our 
country, and to be obedient to God, and the fu­ 
ture of ( alifornia is sate.

ever m ethod m a y ,be adopted th e . fruit­ 
grower m ust hold to the controlling power. 
W e cannot expect perfect w ork a t Must. 
There w ill be faults and perhaps*abuses, 
but alter aw hile, w ith an intelligent under­ 
standing of w hat is needed, lire wrongs will 
be righted and 
the errors and abuses 
guarded against,. 
I am the m ore confident 
o f this because there is no industry upon 
this coast that has developed a higherordcr 
o f intelligence th an the fruit business. 
W ithin the n ext five years I am confi­ 
dent every available foot of land w ithin 
this warm belt, at least, will be under cu l­ 
tivation and the production of fruit in ­ 
creased tenfold. 
T his is not exaggeration. 
California fruit can be put into the E astern 
m arket at from one m onth to six weeks 
earlier than it « 
In* raised there, and of 
such quality and variety as to defy com pe­ 
tition in any other part of the United 
States. 
A nd there need !>• no fear of over­ 
production. 
A ll that ir required is the best 
quality of fruit and reasonable price*. 
T his has been & rem arkable season, and 
fruit-grow ers have been stu rth d at the con­ 
dition o f things w hich have existed, but it 
has taught them a lesson of the utm ost 
im portance, and one they will not be 
slow to profit by.

perception 
of w hat was needed. 
Land can be had at present here at very 
reasonable rates, and probably no portion 
of tlie tírate offers land better adapted to a 
greater variety of fruit or of better quality, 
or th at can place it in t li«* m arket earlier 
in th e season. 
I think there will be m uch 
activity here this w inter in clearing land 
and planting fruit trees. 
The public school opened here on M on­ 
day’, the 7th ins:., witli Mr. T. \,. H erbert 
aa Principal and Miss Lizzie McCarty’ as­ 
sistant. 
Mr. II. has taught several term s 
at this place and is an able and successful 
teacher. 
I see in Ihe reports of the exhibits at the 
State F air one enterprising house is con­ 
trasting .some o f th e different trades and 
industries o f th e past and present, w ith 
active w orkers representing the old and 
new. 
It is a happy thought, and while 
wc are speaking o f teaching it would 
not be less interesting to a great m any to 
see the school-room studies and m ethods 
of teaching of the present contrasted w ith 
«he old. 
Flow m any still living can .look 
back in m em ory to the little log school- 
house w here th e inevitable three “ IP s ” 
were taught, and w hen about the only 
school apparatus seen was tlie long sw itch 
in the corner?

As analyzed by The Birmingham Medical 
Reviewt November, 16S-1, Kbstein, in his 
work 011 corpulence, gives som e valuable 
practical points for the reduction of obe­ 
sity. 
According 
to 
him , fattening is 
strictly analogous to the fattening of cattle, 
and depends on overfeeding. 
He, how ­ 
ever, disputes th e current view th at fat 
m akes f a t; on the contrary, b e th in k s fatty 
food protects the album en and prevents its 
form ing fat. 
His plan of treatm ent, there­ 
fore, consists in m oderating the quality of 
food, am i w hile cutting oft all vegetable 
carbo-hydrates, sugar, starch, etc., allow ing 
a m oderate q u antity of fat, tw o or three 
ounces daily, to be taken. 
H e also sug­ 
gests th at th e diet should be m onotonous, 
greasy, and succulent, so 
as 
to cause 
satiety rapidly. 
H e disallow s beer, but 
perm its light wines. 
The plan advocated appears rational, 
and is free from the objection of Hunting’s 
m ethod, w hich is too m uch like starva­ 
tion. 
T he following is the diet used suc­ 
cessfully by Ebstein in oneot his cases : 
B reakfast—One large cup of black tea— 
about half a pint—w ithout sugar; two 
ounces of w hite bread or brown bread, 
toasted, w ith plenty of butter. 
D inner—Soup, often with m arrow ; f « m 
four to six and one-half ounces of roast or 
boiled m eat, vegetables in 
m oderation, 
legum inous preferably, and cabbages. T u r­ 
nips were alm ost, and potatoes altogether, 
excluded. 
After dinner a little fresh fruit. 
F or second course, a salad or stewed fruit 
w ithout sugar. 
Two or three glasses of 
light wine, and im m ediately after dinner 
a large cup o f black tea, w ithout m ilk or 
sugar. 
Supper—A large cup o f black tea, as 
before, an egg, a little fat roast m eat, or 
both, or som e ham with its fat, Bologna 
ausage, sm oked or dried fish, about one 
ounce of w hite bread, well buttered, occa­ 
sionally a sm all quantity o f cheese, and 
some fresh fruit. 
On this diet the patient lost tw enty 
pounds in six m onths. 
Kbsteiu insists on tlie necessity of alw ays 
keeping to the restricted diet if the ten d ­ 
ency to corpulence is to be successfully 
com bated.—[T herapeutic Gazette.
